TO MAKE MORE 
SHIP OFFICERS. 


Navigation Classes in City 
Schools Planned. 


Government's Instructor Tells 
of Need. 


Trained Men Must be had to 
Man Vessels. 


With a view to stimulate shipping 
through Los Angeles Harbor and 
at the same time to help the United 
States increase its merchant marine, 
‘navigation classes will be started in 
tho Los Angeles and Hollywood 
high schools in the near future, ac- 
cording to Alfred E. Burton, chief 
instructor for all of the government 
free navigation schools, and Farn- 
ham P. Griffiths, chief of recruiting 
for the Pacific Coast. They spoke at 
last 
evening, addressing the students of 
the night school in navigation here. 

Dean Burton announced that be- 
ginning January 1, next, the govern- 
ment will have a night and day 
class running in the Los Angeles 
High School building to teach men 
to become officers for Uncle Sam's 
merchant marine. 

“When we started these schools a 
year ago, we had fifty-eight ships 
tied up in New York harbor alone 
for lack of officers to man them.“ 
said Dean Burton. “Today we have 
more officers than ships, but before 
next April we shall again have more 
ships than officers. Los Angeles 
must run its schools day and night 
in order to turn out sufficient men 
te meet the demends.” 

The free government school at 
San Pedro closed yesterday after 
turning out thirty-four men, who re- 
ceived commissions.

That we, as a nation, have not been 
prudent in the management of our re- 
sources is indisputable.

The name of this veteran British 
statesman usually comes to us in 
connection with home-rule bills and 
Foreign Office complications.

An aristocrat by birth an 
upbringing, he has been described 
as “the first great Minister to com- 
prehend the rising importance of 
the middie class The third Mar- 
quis, who studied at the more lib- 

Edinburgh 
bridge—was the friend of the great 
radical thinker, Jeremy Bentham; 
remaining himself a good prudent 
Whig. He did many kindly acts to 
the poet Moore. His son, the fourth 
Marquis, a man of retiring ways 
but of the highest reputation for 
business insight and administrative 
qualities, made his mark as a frail- 
road chairman, being connected 
with the Great Western Railway. 
For two years he was in Pailmer- 
ston’s Cabinet as a Liberal. 

To many residents of Los Angeles 
the Marquis of Lansdowne is known 
as a former GovernorGeneral of 
Canada. He held the office for five 
years, resigning in 1888, and was 
an acceptable, though not particularly 
popular, head of the Dominion. He 
was judicious, safe and courtly, with 
the almost feminine manners of the 
family. Uniike his father and grand- 
father, be had studied, not at Cam- 
bridge, but at Oxford, where he 
came under the influence of the 
great scholar and thinker, Benjamin 
Jowett. This has given a philosoph- 
ic cast to his mind, and he is any- 
thing but “a stern and unbending 
Tory.” But he is intensely on the 
side of the rights, as well as the 
responsibilities, of property, and 
anything of the nature of spolia- 
tlon——too common a feature of Bol- 
sheviki and other reforma—makes 
him restive. He was one of the first 
of the Liberal lords to quit Glad- 
stone. with whom he finally broke 
on the hame-rule question, becoming 
a Liberal Unionist with Devonshire 
Chamberiain and the others. Unter- 
ing the coalition government in 1898, 
he has praetically ever since voted 
as a Conservative. When in the 
Foreign Office in 1902, under Bal- 
four, bis Venezuelan policy nearly 
brought him into trouble with Wash- 
ington. Overpersuaded by the plaus- 
ible war lord of Germany, he was 
responsible for the policy which led 
to the bombarding of Venezuelan 
forts by a combined British and Ger- 
man naval force. The aggressive 
Germans hinted at a concession on 
the Chinese model, and there were 
clouds on the political horizon, when 
Roosevelt took the matter up vig- 
orously and informed the combat 
ants that unless an accommodation 
was made quickly with President 
Castro Dewey would be on the spot 
with an American fleet. The Lon- 
don Spectator regarded Lansdowne's 
action as “a blazing indiscretion;” 
he allowed himself to be used as a 
catspaw by the Hohenzollerns. Only 
Roosevelt's prompt, aud at the same 
time friendly, intervention saved the 
occasion. 

His risk policy in the last few 
years has not been happy. He was 
one of the statesmen most respon- 
sible for the breakdown of the Lib- 
eral policy just before the war, 
when the Home Rule Act was re- 
fected by the Lords, and then after 
long delay became law.

Ed Howe of Kansas is the first 
wholly realistic and deductive mor- 
alist” that, so far as Mr. Mencken, 
the distinguished critic, knows, 
America has produced.

“Thirdly, that the most useful 
citizen is the one who pursues that 
enterprise most intelligently and 
successfully, for the machinery that 
he creates for his own acgrandize- 
ment is machinery of genera! social 
value. 

“Fourthly, that the reformer who 
advocates any system which works 
less well is, at best, a blundering 
ass, and, at worst, a dangerous ene 
my to society. ; 

“Fifthly, that this system works 
so well that. given industry and 
common intelligence, it is easter to 
survive under it than to perish. 

“Sixthiy, that the man who is too 
lazy or too stupid to succeed- under 
it is the legitimate prey of his bet- 
ters, and has few rights that they 
are bound to respect, and gets only 
his just biological deserts when the 
lash is applied to him. 

“Beventhly and lastly, that the 
chief abuses of our national Me are 
due, not primarily to the selfishness 
and scoundrelism of a few men, but 
to the credulity, superstitiousness 
and emot/onalism of the majority of 
men, who have the remedy for every 
abuse in their hands, and have no 
one save themselves to blame if they 
do not apply it.

“We are facing no easy task, and
